ANOTHER CITY RAIL KOAD PROPOSED 


A West Side Line to Tap the Southern 
Suburban Districts. 

The Chicago and Suburban Transit com- 
pany filed articles of incorporation yesterday 
with the Secretary ot State at Springfield for 
the purpose of. building a railroad from Lake 
streetynear Halsted, to One Hundred. and 
Thirtieth street near Blue Island, with 
branches south from Thirty-ninth street to 
the Calumet River and from Thirty-ninth 
street to Western avenue. The capital stock 
18 $5,000,000, The incorporators and Board of 
Directors are Irus Coy, James H. Ashby, C. 
PF. Caldwell, M. J. Tierney, and George C. 
Lazear, all of this city. ' 

Irus Coy sqid yesterday that the new-com- 
pany propos@s to build a number of elevated 
road lines hirough the Towns of Lake and 
Hyde Park gud a down-town trunk line. The 
capital for fhe enterprise is ready, and an or- 
dinance will soon be presented to the Council. 
Mr. Coy refused to state the line by which the 
road will probably enter the city, but from 


| other parties it is understood that it is pro- 


posed to run it through some alley 
west of Halsted street and east of 
Morgan street as far south as the 
east and west street which runs through 
the Stock-Yards to Ashland avenue; thence 
south a line will paralle! Ashland avenue to 
the city limits. Lines will also be run par- 
alleling Halsted street, Western avenue, and 
perhaps State street. It is intimated that the 
London and Boston capitalists interested in 
the Stock-Yards company are back of the 
enterprise. If the ordinance is ready, Mr. Coy 
says, it will be introduced at the Council 
meeting. this evening.

EX-STATE TREASURER IN STRIPES. 


Edward T. Noland, of Missouri, Must Go to 
the Penitentiary for Two Tears. 

Kanagas Crry, Mo., May 31.— Special. | — Ed- 
ward T. Noland, Ex-State Treasurer, will have 
to wear convict’s stripes for two years. The 
Supreme Court today affirmed the judgment 
of the Circuit Court, adjudging him guilty of 
embezzlement of public funds and fixing his 
punishment at two years in the penitentiary. 
No man in Missouri had more friends than 
Noland up to the time of his troubles, and no 
harder fight was ever made to save a man 
from the penitentiary than was made in his 
behalf, 

‘ Noland isa member of one of the oldest 
families in Jackson County. He first entered 
poli 
officé in 1874, 
under Mercer, Gates, and Siebert. He 
was a candidate for the nomination for 
State Treasurer when Phil E. Chappeil was 
nominated. Four years ago he was given the 
Democratic nomination and was elected. 
Then he began to neglect his office and to 
gamble heavily. One. day he surprised his 
friend Siebert by tellmg him that he was 


$25,000 or $30,000 short in his accounts. His 


cousin, Charles Noland, at or carried the 
news to Gov. Francis, Who was in the East. 
Gov. Francis hastened back and took charge 
of the office. Experts went over the books 
and found the shortage to be $32,745.69. No- 
land’s bondsmen at once paid in the money, 
and when “the Legislative committee exam- 
there was no shortage.

COLLAPSE ‘ON CORN. 


FAILURE OF COSTER & MARTIN ON 
THE BOARD OF TRADE, 


Their Corner in the May Cereal Falle 
Through with a Crash Exel ting Scenes 
ion Change—At the Opening Bell the 
Firm Expected to Make $250,000 Be- 
fore Noon—At Closing Tap Brokers 
Were Busy Estimating the Losses— Wide 
Divergence ia the Conjectured Figures. 


When the big bell boomed for the opening 
of business on the Board of Trade the young 
men composing the firm of Coster & Martin 


for their chances of cleaning up $250,000 be- 
fore the tap of the closing bell. Ninety min- 

utes later the gigantic deal, which has been 
the talk of the trade for weeks, collapsed and 
the house went down with a crash that jarred 
all others in the business, leaving losses scat- 
tered all about. 

Every one’s interest was centered in corn. 
It was the last day of grace for the shorts, 
who had stood out and had seen the price 
creep around from 40 cents to 50 and then go 
bounding from that to 80 cents. The latter 
figure ruled at the close Saturday, and it was 
supposed, as a matter of course, that it would 
go much higher yesterday. Just how much 
no one knew, but the excitement was doubled 
when Sam Adams, the clique broker in the 
pit, opened the ball by yellmg. Buy or sell 
May at a dollar!“ He was surrounded by a 


several others stood up on the edge of the pit 
and offered to sell at $1.50 to $2 a bushel, but 
Adams held to his offer. 

And he got plenty of corn, too. He was 
kept busy tabbing the five and ten thousand 
bushel lots that were offered him. For an 
hour or so this sort of thing continued, until 
it grew monotonous and the crowd began to 
lose interest. Suddenly @ perspiring broker 
elbowed his way into the pit to the side of W. 
H Bartlett, who was supposed to have had a 
»hand. in the deal. He whispered a word or 
two, and then Bartlett’s arm shot into the air 
as he shouted: 

**Sell May at 90!“ 

Adams had bid $1 a moment before, and the 
crowd was puzzled. It looked a good deal 
like a joke. Bartlett waited a second or 80, 
and then yelled: 

„Sell May at 85!“ 

Trading in all other deliveries stopped, and 
all eyes were centered on this man. 

Sell May at 80! Sell May at 75!” 

The offer was accepted by some one on the 
other side of the pit and the crowd woke up 
to the fact that it was not a joke. They knew 
now without question that something had 
gone wrong with the deal, and a mighty 
roar went up from the pit. In thirty 
seconds the price was down to 
50 cents. The information that started the 
break was that one of Coster-Martin’s checks 
had been thrown out at the Bank of Montreal. 

For a time there was great uncertainty as to 
the exact condition of affairs, but at noon all 


doubt was removed. Secretary Stone ap- 
the north gallery. rapped for order, 
and the following announcement:

n Was a Peculiar Deal 


It was a peduliar deal all through. Consid- 
erable hostility was aroused by the refusal on 
the part of the firm to settle with the shorts. 
Applicants for terms of settlement were in- 
formed that the firm was not posing as phi- 
lanthropists, and the seekers for a settlement 
were advised to go, into the market and buy 
in their short stuff. The identity of the shorts 
has been a matter for much speculation. Pard- 
ridge was supposed to be one of them, but his 
constant assurances that he was not finally 
forced the crowd to believe that he was not in 
it. Then the gossips settled down to the be- 
lief that the chief interest was in the elevator 
men and receivers, with a few odd small lots 
distributed around in the trade. The elevator 
men were short because they had bought corn 
in the country that ought to get here in plenty 
of time for May delivery, and had sold here for 
that month. The weather has been against the 
movement and grading of grain, and so the 
young men who were in the deal found that, 
having purchased 500,000 bushels or so of corn 
around 40 cents, all they had todo to make a 
fortune was to sit down and wait for the end 
ofthe month. It did not look as if it were 
possible to get enough regular corn here to 
fill the contracts. 

So it seemed Saturday. But all the inter- 
ested houses made extraordinary efforts to 
get the corn in. Special trains were made up 
and rolled in here. The elevator forces were 
kept busy night and day, and the inspec- 
tion department had its forces out Sat- 
urday, Sunday, and Monday, while the 
Appesls committee of the board spent 
some time at the tracks Monday to pass 
upon any lots whose grade was qués- 
tioned. In this way about 400,000 bushels of 
regular No. 2“ corn were stored in the ele- 
vators, and receipts were in the hands of the 
consignees or owners on the floor yesterday 
morning at the opening of business. 

It was figured that therc was not enough 
corn to fill the outstanding contracts, and in 
the natural order of things the corn received

to pay the clique broker $1 a bushel for it or

But the fact that the clique put the price to 
$1 was the cause of its downfall. The people 
who received the corn yesterday instead of 
delivering it on the 40-cent contracts sold it

cash. The firm saw that this move was a 

checkmate, but it took all that was tendered 

as long as its money held out and then gave 
up the fight. 

The losses are widely distributed and in the 
aggregate heavy. Noone is able to say just 
what they amount to, but estimates place the 
liabilities at anywhere from $250,000 to $1,000,- 


000. The failure is particularly distressing tu

Corn received on consignment yesterday was 
sold at $1 a bushel, and the consignor so noti- 
tied. Then the buyer—the clique—was un- 
able to put up the money, and the corn had to 
be sold for what it would bring—perhaps 50 
cents. Tie commission man had to pay his 
country shipper $1 and stand the loss of 50 
cents a bushel, with a remote chance of getting 
something out of the ne firm in the 
course of time.

The firm running the deal has been here 
about a year. Its members, Charles Coster, 
William H. and Alfred T. Martin, and D. J. 
Jackson, are from New York, where they are 
well known and well connected. The active 
members of the firm, Coster and the Martin 
boys, have been very successful as scalpers in 
all of the pits, but they had only about 
$100,000, so it is said, when they started the 
deal. 

Ex-Congressman R. W. Dosbänd. with a 
long experience on the Board of Trade and 
vivid recollections of exciting deals and scenes 
therein, becaine reminiscent yesterday when 
asked about former corners and their out- 
come, . 


There have debe a great many of what 
may probably be called squeezes, but very 
few absolute corners,“ he said. “The Ker- 
shaw-Harper deal of 1887. was a 40,009,000 
transaction and maintained till that amount 
of May wheat was bought. When May came 
round they were unprepared, and turned it 
over at three cents premium into June. Wheat, 
as expected, did not accumulate; there was 
no demand, and when June came round they 
couidn’t pay. The result was that when Ker- 
shaw went down he carried twenty-two other 
houses with him. 

The S. V. White deal of last fall in corn 
was one of the large transacthons evidently 
intended for a squeeze, but the country be- 
coming posted on the situation . furnished 
the actual stuff that broketup the corner. The 
same is true of the May corn deal, and in both 
these cases if was not bears or short sellers 
pounding the market that crushed the parties, 
but the actual offerings and delivery of cash 
property. 7 

Corners Are Not Pientiful. 

„Corners on the board are not as plenty as 
they used to be. The old-time manipulators 
have had enough of them, and, while they 
were at times successful, the anxiety was 
more than enough to offset what they made 
out of them. Coster & Martin were evidentiy 
betting on Providence to help them out by 
continuing these heavy storms, and in that re- 
spect they had a great deal of luck. 

“Among the notable squeezes in the mar- 
ket I can call to mind the McGeoch wheat 
deal of 1882; the one engineered by Armour 
the same year in July; the McGeoch lard deal 
of 1883; the William Young & Co, deal of 
1873, when wheat stood at $1.49 all day and his 
deal in 1876. I also recall some three or 
four squeezes in pork, and one especially 
when it was carried to $28 a barrel. 
Then there were the John Lyon cor- 
ner in wheat. in 1872; the Chandler 
oa“ deal of the same year; the J. B. Hobbs

THE TRACK away.

Engineer Griffin’s 3 While Pioned 
to the Boilerhead—The Wreck Caused 
by a Flood in an Unexpected Piace~In- 
dianapolis Flooded—Pogue’s Run Out of 
Its Banks—The General Through- 
out Five States—Miany Bridges Washed 
Out and Trafiic Seriously Impeded. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 81.—[ Special. 
The most serious accident incident to the 
great storm last night was the derailing of the. 
Lake Erie and Western train at Fisher's Sta- 
tion, sixteen miles distant, at 3:30 o’clock this 
morning. Six hundred feet south of a cul- 
vert, which the engineer saw was ali right, the 
engine suddenly plunged into a heavy volume 
ot water pouring over the track in an uner- 


‘| pected place. The cab was raised on a small 


enbankment and kept out of the water, while 
the tender was thrown crosswise of the rails. 
As the lecomotive went over, Engineer 
Griffin was thrown forward. His right ankle , 
was pinned to the seat by the reverse lever, 


and he was pitched forward, his head smash- 


ing the front window of his cab, while his 
knee rested against the boilerhead. The 
shock threw open the throttle, and the driving 
wheels in the gir whirled around at a rate of 
500 revolutions a minute. Lying upon his 
back and not knowing that he would live a 
second longer, Griffin reached for the whistle 
cord and sounded a long alarm. 

Fireman F. L. Wade was sitting on his seat 
and as the engine capsized the coal came 
tumbling about him ana the lights went out.

POGUE’S RUN OVERFLOWS. 


The Eccentric Little stream Floods the City 
of Indianapolis. 

InpranAPouis, Ind., May 31.—[Special. }— 
This city and vicinity were visited last night 
by the heaviest rain-storm of many years. It 
was a veritable cloud burst and the damage 
done was quite heavy, although the loss of 
but one life has been recorded, that of Carl 
Weaver, a boy of 7 years. 

So far as the city is concerned the effects, of 
the storm, aside from the flooding of cellars 
from overcharged sewers, was contined to the 
northeastern portion, which was submerged. 
The Valleys of. Fali Creek and Pogue’s Run 
are wholly under water, and the people 
were compelled to flee frum their homes 
to ‘avoid the sudden burst of waters. 
All day the postmen in this 
section of the city m making their rounds 
were compelled to go waist deep into thé 
water in order to reach the mail-boxes. The 
water rushed with great rapidity and the post- 
men had great difficulty in maintaining their 
footing. A party of people were standing on 
‘the. bank of Fall Creek, when the bank caved 
under them and a number were precipitated 

tne water, but all were rescued but the 
aver boy, who was swept away. Twenty 
famnilies were driven from their homes and as 
many more were forced to seek the second 
floor to escape from the water. 

Over thirty bridges and culverts in the city 
and vicinity were washed away, causing serious 

delay in railway operations. Nearly all 
freight-trains were tied up and passengers 
were transferred. Reports from the surround- 
ing country indicate that the rain was widely 
extended and of the most. severe character. 
The fail in this city registered nearly two 
inches in a short time. the streets on the level 
being flooded, the water in many places wash- 
ing up sidewalks and running into basements. 
The damage from this source will be consider- 
able. 

Indianapolis and Central indiana have had 
few such rains as fell up to 5 o’cloek this 
morning. In effect it amounted to a cloud- 
burst. At 4 o’clock yesterday evenmg the 
clouds began to empty and a perfect sheet of 
water fell from them until 10 o’clock, The 
rain continued at intervals throughout the 
night. By 7o’clock most of the principal 
streets were full and the water wat running 
over the curbs onto the sidewalks and into the 
yards. . 

Pogue’s Run, a small stream, runs Shrough 
the center of the city. It left its banks and 
invaded the houses along its route. At mid- 
night many people had to flee in order to es 
cape drowning. 

At dark last evening the electric cars resem- 
bled steam boats as they plowed-their way along 
the tracks, dashing the Water to the curb on 
eithersside. White River and Fall Creek are 
on a rampuge this morning, and several north- 
ern suburbs are reported under water. 

Wasasu, Ind., May 31.—[{Special.)—Last 
night the heaviest storm im years prevailed 
here and the Wabash River as a consequence 
is higher than it has been for a decade. The 
low lands about here are covered and the corn 
and wheat crops are destroyed. The water is 
up about several manufacturing establish- 
ments, which have been compelled to shut 
down and m some cases to cut their belts 
to save them. The big levee on the 
Salamonie River at La Gro gave way this aft- 
ernoon, inundating the surrounding country.

Chicago Africans’ Hold a 3 in Quinn | 


Chapel to Express “Their Sympathy with 
Their Brethren in the South—Milwau- 
kee Negroes Believe That God Will 


Right Their Wrongs Even if a Revola- | 


tion Is Necessary to Do It-Day of Fast- 
jog and Prayer at Washington. 

Yesterday was a day set apart by a call 
from the colored n of St. Louis as a na- 
tional occasion of fasting and prayer for 
divine intervention against the injustice con- 
stantly dealt to the African race in the South. 
The frequent lynching of negroes in the South- 
ern and Southwestern States for alleged out- 
rages gave rise to the movement, 

In Chicago the day was mainly observed at 
Quinn Chapel, the African M. E. church at 
Twenty-fourth street and Wabash avenue. 
Services were held from 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing until late last night. Mrs. Ellen T. Vail and 
Mis. Mary H. Hull of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union, and Misses K. D. Sher- 
wood, Hattie Everts, and Vivian Divers of the 
Baptist Training-School were present as 
special representatives of their respective 
organizations, The Rev. J. T. Jenifer, pastor 
of the church, conducted the proceedings and 
Mrs. Agaes Moody was Chairman.

Mitwaukez, Wis., May 31.— Special. —

prayers for the alleviation wu. tue we 10 
Southern negro. The meetings in uty 
were held at the African Methodist ©. wurch, 
and were presided over by the Rev. W. R. 
Williamson. The call for these meetings was 
issued about two weeks ago, the result of the 
labors of a committee appointed to call on 
President Harrison to protest against the ovt- 
rages perpetrated upon tbe negroes in the 
South. a 
The Rev. Mr. Williamson, who is at the 
head of the movement in Milwaukee, presents 
some interesting figures and alle ed facts in 
connection with the agitation. e states that 
during the year 1891 160 cases of negro iynch- 
ing had occurred and over sixty-four within 
the last six months. In nearly every instance 
where investigations have been made there 
was little provocation, while in many instances 
there was none whatever. 

The better class of whites in the South,“ 
continued Mr. Williamson, have espoused 
our cause. The leading Southern journals are 
protesting ang ogg these outrages, There is 
soon to be a revolution morally. We are 
plaemg our cause in the hands of the Al- 
mighty God. We are fighting with his weap- 
ons, and if he sees fit he may again plunge 
this country into another revolution, similar 
to that which followed the proclamation of 
our einancipation. We know not how he will 
do it, but we are certain that justice wili be 
done us.” 

WasuHInaton, D. 0. May 31. In accordance 
with the suggestion made in an appeal which 
was recently issued by prominent colored men 
in all parts of the country today was set apart 
by the colored people of this city as one of, 
fasting and prayer because of the outrages in- 
flicted upon their race in the Southern States. 
Services were held in all of the colored 
churches in the city.

| THE MILK IN THE FREE COINAGE COCOA- 
NUT 


The real cause of the whine of the free coin- 
age papers of this and other cities against the 
Silver Démonetization act of 1878 and the laws 
passed regarding the silver question in 1878 
and 1890 is that the first prevented resumption 


on the silver basis alone, and that the last two 


interfered with the plans,of the free coinage 
people to drive out gold and reduce the coun- 
try to a monometailic silver basis. 

In January, 1875, Congress passed a law 
designating Jan. 1, 1879, as the date when the 
government shouid begin the resumption of 
the legal tender greenbacks in coin, which 
would have been gold coin only had resump- 
tion begun at the date of the passage of the 
act. In 1878 silver was remonetized, but the 
coinage was limited and gold continued to be 
the standard money. 

In 1876 the bullion in a silver dollar was 
worth about 90 cents and in 1879 about 87 
cents. But for the Demonetization act of 
1873, followed by the Limited Coinage act of 
1878, free coinage of silver (less the mint 
charges) would have been the law, and the 
coinage of that metal Would have commenced 
during the first-mentioned year. The result 
would have been the redemption of the green- 
backs in silver dollars worth 87 per cent of 
their tace as compured with standard gold. 
The bonds which the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury was authorized to sell to get coin where- 
with to redeem the legal tenders would have 
been raid for in silver, not gold, and the 100 
millio. reserve laid up by Secretary Sherman 
to support resumption would have been in 
and not in gold. He would 
have offered for sale his 4 and 4½ per cent 


bonds and the purchasers would of course 


have paid him for them in standard silver 
dollars, the bullion for which they could have 
purchased at from 86 to 90 cents. Resumption 
would have been on a silver basis, no gold 


‘would. have made its appearance, and the 


United States would be today a silver mono- 
metal..c country—bimetallic in theory, as 
Mexico is, Hut monometallic in fact, as it is. 
The standard ot value would be that of silver 
bullion. Under the Gresham law no gold 
could circulate because the better always e.

to this time this great Nation would have car- 
ried on all its exchanges and business transac- 
tions in a decaying, depreciating currency, thé

cents down to 67-68 cents on the dollar. The 
United States would be exactly in the position 
of India and Mexico as regards its currency 
standard. The cheap money crowd are bit-

The Demonetization act of 1873 prevented a 


dire calamity, and that prevention is what free 
coinage advocatés denounce as a crime.“

ed it to their minds and endeared it to their 
hearts.

repaid in meney worth less than they gave. 

That is the milk in the free silver cocganut.

There is more silver in circulation now in 
the form of standard dollars and certificates

THE UNITED STATES AND THE RUSSIAN 
JEWS. 

It is stated that the attempts of Baron 
Hirsch to plant colonies of refugee Russian 
Jews in the Argentine Republic have resulted. 
in failure; that the Jews cannot stand the cli- 
mate and cannot farm the land. It would be 


a misfortune were this the case, because Ar- 
-gentina has great quantities of land to spare 


and needs colonists. The immigration of the 
Jews would make some amends for the cessa- 
tion of the inflow of Italians. i: may be that 
these discouraging reports are merely the 
hasty judgment of those who have the matter 
in charge. It is hotter in Argentina than in 
Russia, but the climate is not an unhealthy 
one. It w hard for men who have been earn- 
ing their living at trades or small merchandis- 
ing to take to the land. The first attempts are 
almost always a failure. A little time is re- 
quired to make such an undertaking a success. 
The most unpleasant consequence of the 
above statement is that Baron Hirsch and 
his advisérs have come to the conclusion that 
the United States is the only refuge for the 
Russian Jews, and that those now in Argen- 
tina are getting ready to come to this country 
as fast as they can. It is flattering to learn 
that the reports received from those Russian 
Jews who have removed to this country are 
generaliy favorable, whereas those from other 
countries are unfavorable. It shows that the 
United States is able to | receive a great num-. 
ber of immigrants and set them at work, but 
it is a question how long it can continue to 
do so if every one who is expelled by the Czar 
is domiciled here. The Jews of this country 
who have done such n work in caring for

A short time ago they were addressed indi- 
vidually by W. H. Slater, Chairman of the 


Execumve committee of the Colorado Silver 
League, asking their views and position upon 
the question of the free and unlimited coinage 
of silver. They have forwarded a combined 
reply stating that they are in practical accord 
with the league on the free coinage of silver, 
but that they do not consider it as more than an 
important step towards a solution of the 
money question, and that they pledge the party 
and the writers to vote for the equal legal 
treatment of the two money metals. 

A really equal treat mer? would be to 
rate the two metals at their actual and relative 
values, making a dollar’s worth of silver ex- 
changeable for a dollar’s worth of gold. The 
Jerry Simpson crowd ‘do not propose this. 
The anly equality they want is one in which 
both gold and silver will be relegated to in- 
activity, crowded out of circulahon by an 
overwhelming flood of paper currency. They 
advocate free silver coinage for the sole reason 
that it will cheapen and debase the money 
standard of this country. They openly con- 
fess that debasement to be the effect expected, 
and for that reason only they support and 
advocate tlie proposition for free coinage. 
The 67 cent dollars which they ask for would 
constitute a long step in the direction of ir- 
redeemable shinplaster scrip dollars, having 
a purchasing power of a nickel toa dime each, 
whi) is the ultimate goal they want to 
reigb Their n tention is te veh t is trash 

* fiom the 
government at 2 per cent per aun a, both 
principal an@ interest to be paid in the same 
worthless stuff. They propose to take that 
trash and tender it to their creditors, then call 
their debts paid, and meanwhile keep the 
property which they have bought on credit 
under pledge to pay for it with good money. 

How do the silver mine representatives, 
such as Teller, Wolcott, and Stewart, like this 
statement of position by the Jerry Simpson 
crowd? How can they manage to keep step 
when advocating the free coinage of silver in 
company with these Alliance cranks, who 
only want free silver as a means to far more 
debased ends than could be attained simply, 
by free coinage? How can they accept the 
support and companionship of such men who 
thus flatly give the lie to the allegation th 
free coinage would not debase the currency 
Surely they cannot relish the position they 
occupy, but at the same time Messrs. Bland, 
Hatch, Vest, and company have not the audaci- 
ty to contradict this theory of the Alliance 
men that free coinage would give the country 
a 67-cent dollar and expel all the gold from 
circulation. They dare not deny it because 
they know it is true. 

There is strong reason to believe that if the 
silver men do carry their point it will be by 
means of Alliance votes, so numerous in pro- 
portion to their own as to suggest the old 
story about the tail wagging the dog. The 
men who want a debased silver dollar and 
wish tostop at that point are few in number 
compared with those who have been misled 
into the belief that they would be benefited 
by an issue of shinplasters that woald crowd 
out both gold and silver, leaving paper as the 
only currency of the Nation withoyt a metal 
basis behind or under it. So if the silver 
men should gain their point by the votes of 


these mistaken ones they could not long en- 


joy the fruits of the victory. The men who 
want a 67-cent silver dollar because it would 
enable them to swindle their creditors out of 
one-third of their indebtedness would nat- 
urally conclude it is useless to stay at that 
point when by the issue of a flood vf paper 
currency knowing no redeemer they could 
satisfy the debt by paying off one-third or 
less instead of two-thirds. And this is what 
they ate calculating on, the scheme being 
openly confessed by their leaders in Washiug- 
ton.

ABSURD AND IMPRACTICABLE SCHEME. 
The individuals who wish to cut a 600,000- 
foot channel through the rock between Lock- 


port and the Sag have about come to the con-

Before embarking in sucha scheme they 
should reflect that if they were to take the full 
‘width of Thirty-ninth street, or from 60 to 66 
feet, the channel would carry only from a 
third to two-fifths of 300,000 cubic feet. The 
South Branch, if given a uniform width of 160 
feet and a depth of 16 feet, would carry 250,- 
000 cubic feet with a current of a mile and a 
quarter an hour, which is the maximum veloc- 
ity forsafe navigation. Hence, in order to 
get a satisfactory quantity of water through 
a Thirty-ninth street channel the entire street 
would have to be vacated and the range of 
blocks on either side of it would have to be 
condemned. No narrower width would do, 
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port than it would through the South Branch, 
for the would be the same. Hence 
neither a flow nor a deeper bed could 
be to to furnish the required quantity 
of water.

Mr. Holman’s occupation as a watchdog ap 
pears to be at an end. He is weary, discon- 
tented, and-hopeless, If he had had three 
heads instead of one he could not have kept 
the Democratic Treasury-looters back or 
quelled their rapacious appetite for pork.

Some men who had 
sold corn at low prices but had not delivered 
it sold it again at the advance, delivered it on 
the high-priced contracts, and decided to de- 
fault on those first made. They could 
do this under the rules of the Board of 
Trade, which provide for the fixing of a settle- 
ment price on produce not delivered with- 
m the life of the contract. There is 
reason to believe it was this double 
play that broke the back of the combination. 
It was called on yesterday to pay in the neigh- 
borhood of $1 per bushel for such large quan- 
tities as to exhaust its bank account, and the 
moment this point was reached the market 
dropped to pieces. ‘The men to be pitied are 
those who were forced to pay a big 
premium for the privilege of closing con- 
tracts which the weather prevented them 
from filling as intended, and others who 
had arranged to deliver but could not do 
so because of the failure.

~ What sherman Had to Say, 

Mr. Sherman prefaced his speech by sa ying 
that he did not regard it as a partisan meas- 
ure or as a political measure in which parties 
were likely to divide. It was largely a local 


measure. There was no question to be com, 


pared with it in the importanee of its effects 


on the business interests of the country.. Five 


States were largely interested in the produc- 
tion of silver and were ably and zealously rep- 
resented in the Senate. The South seemed 


also to have caught something of the spirit | 


that actuates the mining States, because it 
desired not exactly free coina ge of silver but 
expansion of the currency, cheaper money, & 
broader credit. It was also represe nted largely 
in the Senate in favor of the free coinage of 
silver. And so in other parts of the country.

population. had tested the sense of the people 


of Obio and they, he believed, were by a large 


majority (not only in the Republican party, 


but in the Democratic party) opposed to the 
free coinage of silver. They believed that it 


would degrade the body of the currency, re-

In a passing allusion to the national bank- 
ing system Mr. Sherman said that these banks 
would soon pass away, not because they were 
not the best banks in the world, but because 
the United States bonds on which they rested 
wonld be neia -* Noman had ever lost a 
ü „notes of a failed national 
hunk; depositog: 1 lost something here 
inere, but comparctively little. The system, 
therefore, had fully justified itself. 

Substitution of the Trade Dollar. 

Coming to the dropping of the silver dollar 
from the coinage in 1873 and the substitution 
of the trade dollar for it, he said that it was 
done on the representations and petition of 
the Legislature of California, the people of 
that and the other silver mining States want- 
ing to transport their silver to China.

If it 
had been known that silver was going to fall 
as rapidly as it did he would have kept the 
silver dollar and put it on the same footing as 
the fractional silver. The suspension of silver 
coinage by the Latin union had given another 
blow to silver, and the in production 
of silver haa given it another blow. It was 
not true that he was unfriendly to silver. 

Mr, Sherman then went on to denounce the 
bill under consideration as wrong in prin- 
ciple, wrong in detail, wrongin every aspect 
—a fraud on the creditor, a deception to the 
debtor,and a demonetization gold. The 
very threat of the free coinage of silver he 
said was doing more than anything else to 
disturb the business interests of the country, 

At this pointin his speech Mr. Sherman

In this information the recent 
lease of the New Jersey Central to the Port 
Reading is attacked as illegal. If the court 
finds that the charges made by the Attorney- 
General are true it will have to set the lease in 
question aside, and the combination will be 
torn wide open, as the New Jersey Central's 
coéperation is absolutely necessary to the suc- 
cess of President McLeod’s scheme. 

The information makes a volume of nearly 
100 printed pages, and embraces a history of 
the New Jersey Central; all its charter rights 
are set out in order that the Attorney-General 
may prove at once the company had no power 
to lease the road or to become a dealer 
in coal. The Attorney-General says that 
the Port Reading is being used as 8 
mere cover to disguise the lease of the Central 
to the Philadelphia and Reading, and through 
the coal companies, which are owned by the 
Reading and its allies. The price of coal has 
been ruised, 

By this combination, the Attorney-General 
continues, competition has been destroyed 
and a monopoly created which leaves the 
price of coal to consumers entirely at the 
merey of the arbitrary orders and necessities 
of the combination. All the statutes of New 
Jersey and all the previous decisions 
of the courts in reference to the Central are 
cited, and the charge made that its lease to 
the Port Reading wis executed without the 
consent of the stockholders or notice to them, 
and that the lease was not acknowledged or 
recorded as is required by the law of the 
State. 3 

The information pe for an injunction di- 
rected to tne Philadelphia and Reading, the 
Central, and the Port Reading restraining 
them from transacting any business whatever 
under the lease on their tripartite agreement. 
An order of the court is also asked directing 
the Mentral to retake ion of its own 
property and manage it independently of the 
Port Reading. Furthermore, a decree is asked 
to restrain these corporations from making 
any combinations in future, either to limit 
or diminish the production of anthracite coal 
or arbitrarily to increase its price, or to do 
anything else tending to create a monopoly of 
the business. A long prayer for relief is part 
of the information. 

The court is asked to decree the lease in 

uestion to be ultra vires and void and usurpa- 
tion of corporate franchises; also to decree 
the tripartite agreement to be ultra vires 
fraudulent, and void; and also to decree all 
the compact be fraudulent and 
void.

Pierre Lorillard Won $25,000 in Bets. 

Outside of the stake races the real feature 
of the day was the success of Millionaire 
Pierre Lorillard in beating the bookmakers. 
Kefore the first race he offered to sell his colt 
Yemen to Fred Gebhard for $1,500. Gebhard 
declined to buy and when the colt warmed up 
well Lorillard decided to bet on him. He sent 
a good com missioa into the ring and got it on 
at the comfortable price of 15 to 1. Yomen 
won by a neck after a hard drive with Stone 
Mell, who beat Morello a head for the place. 
Bellevue, favorite at 2 to 1, finished far back 
in the ruck. 

In the seven furlong dash for. maidens 
Lorillard started Kilkenny, a 3-year-old 
brother to Kildeer. He opened at 6 to 1 inthe 
betting, but Lorillard backed Mm so heavily 
that he went to the post favorite at 9 to 5. The 
race proved a mere canter for him, for at the 
end he was lengths in front and ranning under 
a double pull.

GEORGE WESTINGHOUSE IR., WILL 
ARGUE FOR ONE. 


He Thinks the World’s Fair Officials Have 
Pat the Figures Too High, but Says 
in Any Event He Win Give a Satis- 
factory Bound Before the Time for Clos- 
ing the Contract Expires— Director-Gen- 
eral Davis Preparing to Move His 
Forces to Jackson Park. 

George Westinghouse Jr., representing the 
Westinghouse Electrie and Manufacturing 
company of Pittsburg, Pa., will, it appears, 
get the contract for the incandescent electric 
lighting plant at Jackson Park for the sum of 


„000. ö 

Mr. Westinghouse reached Chicago yester- 
day afternoon. He has until June 10 to put 
up the bond, but he reached Chicago yester- 
day for the purpose of protesting against its 
size, which is $1,000,000. He thinks this 
amount should be teduced one-half and be 
made $500,000, 3 

Or the other hand members of the Board of 
Directors and Chief of Construction Burnham 
think Mr, Westinghouse should furnish the 
bond. They reason this way: If the Pitts- 
burg electric light man is able to carry out his. 
contract he will not have much difficulty in 
raising a $1,000,000 guarantee. If there is any 
doubt as to his ability to furnish the neces- 
sary lamps the members of the Committee on 
Grounds and Buildings think that $1,000,000 is 
not too much of a guarantee. 

I have until Juue 10,“ said Mr. Westing- 
house yesterday. to perfect my bond. I think 
$1,000,000 is too much. Ordmarily the bond 
required for constructing buildings and estab- 
lishing important electric plants is one-third 
the cost of the outlay. I don’t know what the 
World’s Fair ple are going to do, but in 
any instance I shall give a satisfactory bond.“ 

the matter now stands Mr. Westinghouse 
will be called upon to furnish 83,410 ineandés- 
cent lamps of sixteen candle-power each and 
6,212 lamps of ten candle-power each, making 
a total by the rearrangement of 89,622 
In addition he will fürnish eight aro-lamps of 
2,000 candle-power each, which will be in- 
stalled in the domeof the Administration 
Building. The lights will not be visible, but 
the glow from them will be seen in the arched 
dome of the building. 

Mr. Westinghouse and a prominent Pitts- 
burg attorney spent a great deal of time yes- 
terday with Chief of Construction.

Inasmuch, 
however, as ten days more of grace remain, 
during which time Mr. Westinghouse may fur- 
nish a bond, he has decided to inaugurate a

These examinations are the ordeals which 
the boys dread and in which they are the most 
interested— about the military display they 
care precious little.

Drill of Col. Rogers’ Battalion of Cadets 
from Orchard Lake, Mich, 

Col, Rogers’ battalion of cadets from 
Orchard Lake, Mich., wag to have drilled. and 
passed in review before Gen. Miles on the 
Lake-Front, but when the hour set for as- 
sembly. call came no exercise but pontoon 
bridge drill could haye been carried through 
successfully on the lake of rain-water that 
extended from the Michigan avenue sidewalk 
to the Illinois Central track.

LARCENY Is MADE A CAPITAL CRIME, 


A South Carolina Mob Lynches a Negro 
Charged with Burgtarv. 

Corum, S. C., May 31.—Yesterday Gov. 
Tillman received a telegram from Gray Court 
stating that Friday night, May 27, a negro, 
Dave Shaw, under arrest for larceny, was 
taken from officers by a mob and lynched. A 
few nights ago the sture of J. R. Hopkins was 
broken into and $40 worth of goods stolen. 
Dave Shaw, a negro, was arrested on suspi- 
cion. John Abercrombie, a constable, Mr. 
Hopkins, and another white man were taking 
him to trial before Justice Hemans at Gray 
Court. When a mile, from Merna a crowd of 
fifty men rode out from the side of the road 
and demanded the prisoner. The constable’s 
party cannot say whether they were white or 
black men, on account of the darkness. The 
crowd fired pistols and threatened the life of 
the constable if he refused to give up the 
prisoner, The constable complied and the 
crowd carried Shaw cff. He has not been 
heard from since, Some think he was hanged, 
and a place was found in the woods where 
there were signs of what they supposed to be 
the execution.
